Windstorms or a cyclonic nature 
visited the districts between Wetas- 
kiwin and Red Deer Tuesday night 
shortly before sunset and did) great | 
damage to telegraph and telephone | 
poles in the areas affected. 

The Alberta government telephone 
system was the hardest hit and more 
than a mile of poles were levelled

Crews were put out at once 
on repair work and this morning the

Heavy rains were reported in many 
districts all over the northern and 
central portion of the province, Rain 
began shortly before seven o'clock 
at Wetaskiwin and a heavy down- 
pour was also reported from Banff.

Mr. MeGillivray went on to de-

turned, Referring to the record of 
the U.IF.A. government, he explained 
how they played at redistribution, 
elminating one seat in northern Al- 
berta, when the sitting member died, 
and making a safe seat for Hon. Per- 
ren Baker In his own backyard. Now, 
he continued, Mr. Brownlee told his 
audiences that he would tackle the 
question as soon as he was returned. 

The U.I.A. party promised to do it 
in 1921. The Conservative party be- 
Neved that 45 members in the legis- 
lature were quite enough, they believ- 
ed that a scientific redistribution 
should be worked out by a non-politi- 
cal committee in order to arrive at a 
real distribution, not a gerrymander. 
The present premier of the province, 
continued the speaker, had not been 
able during five years to make up his 
mind in the claim of the Royal Bank 
in connections with the E.D. & B.C. 
railway that had priority over that 
of the province. He had time to con- 
sult all the learned counsel in the 
worlkl on the question, but instead 
paid over to the institution $1,300,000 
of the province’s money without even 
taking the matter to the courts. 

The Conservative party, he said, 
advocated finding out what the rail- 
way was worth before writing off 
the loss and making a fair offer to 
either of the two great transconti- 
nental systems, thus cutting off the 
continuous and ever increasing drain 
from this source. 

Describing the negotiations carried 
on by Premier Greenfield and later 
by Premier Brownlee for the return 
of the natural resources, something 
that the Conservative party had stood 
for since the province was formed, 
Mr. McGillivray said that the Liberal 
government had played with the Al- 
berta resources. He said it was only 
through the political stupidity of Mr. 
Brownlee that he was led into the 
embarrassing situation of piloting a 
bill through two readings in the legis- 
lature and then finding out that he 


could not accept its provisions. The 
premier’s answer should) have been 
“no” in the first place. 

Mr. McGillivray went on to deal 


with the financial record of the Lib- 
eral administrations, and told how the 
present government had continued to 
add to the province's obligations. He 
said that they had only been able to 
wipe off a deficit of $600,000 after in- 
creasing revenues more than $3,000,- 
000 since taking office. He describ- 
ed their economies as gestures, and 
was sceptical of their promised sav- 
ings. They may even go so far, he 
sald, amid the laughter of the aud- 
tence, as firing some of the inspectors 
that George Hoadley has appointed to 
look after sick bees. 

He concluded with the statement 
that Alberta’s greatest needs were 
capital and more people, The prov: 
ince had the right to help itself in 
immigration and should do so. 

In a brief address John F. Inglis, 
Conservative candidate in the Wetas- 
kiwin riding, outlined his ideas on the 
present political situation in Alberta. 
He said that if for no other reason 
the attitude of the Liberal party on 
the natural resources question was 
good reason why no thinking man 
or woman should vote for its candi- 
dates, Then he went on to deal with 
the railway mistakes of the Liberals. 
He claimed that the U.I.A. govern: 
ment had failed in its promise of 
economy, the trouble with the U.B.A, 
administration was that its members 
did not really know what they were 
doing, He believed that the members 
of the legislature should set an ox: 
ample of economy by reducing thelr
